"To me the Yu language is easier, though I have spoken many, many others -- but 
I have a stronger memory of the Yu tongue, my language of 500,000 years ago."

B "As we have said before, Man in his first attempts to speak acquired the art 
ig through listening to the sounds of what is roughly called 'Nature':; trees in the 
wind, thunder, brooks, birds, animals -- and then many of his own expressions came = 
about through grunts and sneezing and coughing, and like sounds. f 


; "My friends, Man originally came out of a great civilization -- the High 
= -` Etheric, It is the world to which he strives constantly and incessantly to return. 


But he does not return to it in death. He must return from the astral to the phy- 

J sical-chemical world, and return and return until he has learned to master the ele- 
E ments and the chemicals out of which his body is made. For the physical body to go i 
l back into the ground, the earth, is not right, for it originally did not start there. a 
Death comes to Man to give him momentary freedom from the nagging quality of the = 
physical-chemical world, so that he may be able to re-adjust himself and prepare oz 
himself afresh for another effort to become master, God. Is it not said in your 
Christian Bible that when God placed Man on the Earth, He said, ‘You are king over E 
all!'? But Man lost his kingdom and his kingship when he went down into material E: 
beliefs so far that he forgot who he really was. No more could he remember that 
'I', the kingship, the "I AM'., He had fallen into dark ways. The material body 
had so fascinated him, held him under a hypnotic spell, that he forgot: 
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"Now, in order to save Man, to bring him back out of that condition, am

not stop doing -- but he can refrain from becoming lost in that which he 

does. 


"May I ask what is the specific purpose of this Earth? Is there 
something that cannot be learned anywhere else? What is the prime thing 
we must learn?" inquired Mr. Pafort. 


"The knowing that you are God =- though it is not so simple as that; 
I do not mean that those few words cover it, but that is the essence of 
the aim -- or perhaps, the game."

"No, no, I too. Death does nothing but put you in a different state 
of awareness. Until Man learns to master himself, he is a slave. When 
Man masters himself, he is master of all." 


(Referring to discussion of ‘universal consciousness') "What is E 
taking place, in my humble opinion, is the separating of the conscious- 
ness from the consciousness of a body, of form, as this. This 'I' does 
not necessarily belong to this form; it belongs to the all. And this 
consciousness can enter into any form, I have not a human consciousness; 
I have consciousness." 


"Have you consciousness of a higher state than ours?" asked Mr. Pafor’ 


"In every state of consciousness, Man is constantly aspiring to ‘a 
higher states. When, if ever, he should attain the ultimate, he would wes 
exist in no way whatsoever. That would be the one true death of the per- 
sonality, or of the 'I'. But Man cannot attain that state; he is forever 
and forever."

"Greetings to all of you. (To JMF) It is good to see you and your 
good wife again. You know, this young man, your friend, R.C. -- it 
would seem that his ulcers were a functional disorder." | 


"Not any more; they are gone!" replied JMF. 


"He never had them, to begin with. He had what I like to term ‘ul- 
cers of the mind.' In other words, he had troubles and worries that he 
picked up in the jungles of Mexico." 


"But he had ulcers before he went to Mexico -- or the idea that he 
had." 


"Good! I am quite sure he took the idea with him and added to it. 
I have perhaps been a little bold in saying that all of Man's ills spring 
from the mind. This that we call ‘disease’ is really disease of the 
mind; and it can create an actual physical disorder." 


"Because the mind and the body are so completely one that it has to 
manifest in the body?" asked JMF. 


"Exactly so! Germs in the body -- your nedical men claim that a 
germ that has been dormant in the body comes to active duty -- why? How 
is it that a germ can lie dormant in the body for years and years and 
then spring into activity? The mind sets it into activity -- The mind, 


sires that are not allowed to be set free into activity and which become a 
repressed, stifled. The results -- breakdown of the physical body; lined 
faces; old age. 


"As we have said before, old age is really due to boredom. Man is 
forever trying to escape his physical-chemical world; from the time he 
comes into it to the time he eventually goes out of it, everything that 
he does is an attempt at escape. Escape from what? The physical self -- 
or rather, the ideas he has built up about the physical self. 


"There is also a reverse activity going on: everything is trying to 
make itself seem different from everything else. Every Self is trying to 
personalize, individualize -- right down to the atom, the molecule, the 
meson =- all striving to take form. A paradox, isn't it? While this 
: force is trying to take form and personalize itself, another force is 
striving in the opposite direction to lose its form and become one with 
the Self. This is a kind of trap that Man is liable to fall into." 


"But cannot these two desires be reconciled?" 


"Indeed! Reconciliation can be found in all things, for Man makes 
his laws and breaks them. The Master Christ said, 'I am the way; I am 
the life." He did not mean that he as an individual man was the way and 
the life - (though the teachers -- those who were supposed to be explain- 
ing what this Great Teacher had to say -- have made it appear that that 
was what He meant -= that Jesus, the man, was the way and the life.) 


He said, 'I AM the way' -- and every great Teacher, every true Master, 
has taught the same thing. 'There is no other God before ME!' =-=- how 
true! 'The Lord thy God is a jealous God’ -- what exactly is meant by 
that? It sounds as though He were vain. ‘Worship no other God before 
ME’. My friends, all that was meant was that this 'I' of me, when it 
set itself to a task, it was not to allow the physical self to scatter 
its force and power by doing other things -- for if such was the case, 
than surely 'I' should fail in My efforts to accomplish this one thing. 


"But the teachers have led man to believe that this God was apart 
from him, was a Being existing entirely apart and separate, a Being jeal- 
ous and vain and wrathful over the things that little physical man did 
or did not do. How small a God can man create?" 


"As small as he can think," said JNF, 


"Precisely, sir, precisely! Quite often we of the ‘Inner Circle' 
have been taken to task because we did not believe or teach the doctrine 
of ‘vicarious atonement’.

It was not too long ago that I had the honor 
of speaking to a group in the northern city (L.A.) and someone expressed 
the idea that degeneracy was running rampant in that city, and what could 
be done about it? You know, my answer put the whole group into a stew, 

I made the remark, for instance, that in all mankind lies the seed of 
degeneracy; therefore that we are all responsible for the acts of a so- 
called criminal -- for we have within us that crime. Did not the Master 
say, 'He who is without sin among you, cast the first stone?’ These 
words seem to have fallen on deaf ears." 


"Isn't it because we try to think of ourselves as separate beings?" 

"Exactly! If we could really grasp it -- ‘get it into our noodles’, — 
in good American slang -- we would be brothers indeed, and we would have 
paradise on Earth."

CONTROL: YADA DI SHI'ITE (after reciting a mantram in YU language, in- 
voking blessings on the meeting and those present individually): 


"Good evening, friends. Most honored am I to be here and to have 
* the opportunity to discuss a few things with you, and perhaps between 
our Inner Circle and your outer one, we may reach some understanding 
that may be worthy of our efforts - all our efforts. ' 


"First of all, I want to express our great appreciation for your ef- ck 


forts on our behalf -- not only for us of the Inner Circle, but to the 
good Dr. Layne and all those who have been so earnestly trying, as you 
say, 'to get somewhere' -- (though I wonder where there is to get to) -- 
and we do offer our great appreciation. 


"Por long -- at least long to you -- we have all struggled to main- 
tain, if nothing else, some form of balance, of equilibrium, during the 
storm -- That is, our personal storm -- but there is also the world storm 
that has as yet but faintly touched us. It is brewing, friends. I 
have no wish to make you unhappy or,disheartened, but let us be ready to 
face things. as they are. Wishful thinking will not get us anywhere. The 
world is in a mad turmoil. It is on the point of boiling over. Great 
is the trouble in store for those of you still on the Earth plane. It 
could not be otherwise, for the conditions that exist will not permit 
what is called 'peace' to come to the Earth 'till much blood is spilled 
and there is much suffering to many. 


"Perhaps it is not well to speak of these things - not in the im- 
mediate now -= because from the philosophical standpoint we only live in 
the immediate now. Nevertheless, it is best to think of these things 
rationally. 


"Your United Nations forces are evidently going to have to go into 
the mainland of China. Why? Because if peace is ever to come to the 
Earth, the force of Communism as it is must be destroyed -- and the other 
force that goes along with it, called universal Christianity -- or bet- 
ter known as Catholicism. If this is not done, if we fail (and by ‘'we', 
I mean the so-called ‘right’ forces, working or fighting under the United 
Nation forces) -- if we fail to go into China to destroy the forces on 
the mainland, it will mean the destruction of what we call democracy. 
For, as weak as your present democracy is, it is still better than the 
form of government called communism. 


"Of course, as long as Man is in the physical body there can never 
be complete peace on Earth -- for as long as Man's actions are governed 


by his desire to own something, to own more and more, so much more than 

is necessary, at the expense of another, there will never be real peace. 
It is through such persons as Chiang Kai-shek, who has no real love for. 
his fellowman, that Communism has been able to find a profitable breed- 

ing-ground on the mainland of China. His kind have led man to chaos and 
destruction. 


"There shall have to be men placed in government positions that 
have training in the inner wisdom of life if the world is to rightfully 
progress and if man is ever to reap his true heritage of light. Now, so 
much for that! 


"Sir, (to Mr, Liddon) I have been listening, as have all of us, to 
what you had to say, and it is our belief, and has been for some time -- 


that such an organization as you are thinking of is most necessary - 


urgently so in your country - not necessarily in this little spot of what 
you call "San Diego", but anywhere it can be best promoted. For there 
are many pathways to other states of consciousness besides the one we 

are using -- this boy. And in the later years especially -- and when I 
say ‘later' I mean several thousand years -- have these doorways, or 
mediums, or psychics, or whatever you wish to call them, been sadly ne- 
glected and ill-treated. Of course, many of them have such a small amount 
of development that they know not what they are doing; they know not the 
greatness of the power they have within their grasp -- and so, in their 
ignorance they continue to become more ignorant. Then they begin to feel 
sorry for themselves on account of the way they are treated. More often 
than not they do not realize that, being undeveloped, they cannot call 
upon their power at will to make their bread and butter, and so they re- 
sort to fraud, to pretense, to make-believe. They must eat, they say. 
Better that they go out and dig in the ditches, better that they go out 
and clean the filth in the streets than to so belittle the power that- 
they have. 


"Within a few years now, you will see in the world great strides made 
in the field of what is called mind. When one shows oneself to be sensi- 
tive to these so-called ‘higher Vibrations", he or she will be taken and 
trained. They will be encouraged quietly and calmly, with no emotional- 
ism -- in fact, with no ‘ism' -- for communication between the planes is 
not to be taken as an '‘ism' or a religion. It is a science -- the great- 
est science that Man has. 


"It is with these thoughts, and these alone, that I bow, and all of 
us of the "Inner Circle' bow to you, and all of you, for your thoughtful- 
ness and kindness -- not only to this boy and to those that are impli- 
cated in the work, but to all those who have these desires to reach up 
into greater states of consciousness, so that not only you on the Earth, 
but we can benefit greatly by such intercommunication. And now I think 
that I have said enough, I would be honored to hear from you."

_ CONTROL: PROF. ALFRED LUNTZ: 


"Well, helio! It's very jolly to see you all here this evening. 
It is a great pleasure to see you and your brother again, sir. You know, 
I may be asked where and how I have been, but I believe most of you know 
the answer to that." 


"I'm not sure that we do, Professor," said C.L. Alling. 


"The way some of you people dart around the earth, it seems to keep 
you busy just moving; and it keeps us busy because we like to go along 
with you and see what. you are doing and why." 


"Have you been to England -- and will you tell us about conditions 
there?" asked Francis Ohm. l 


l "Friends, my country, England, is in a very terrible condition. 
There are some elements there that would destroy, if they can, the pre- 
sent form of Government under which England is striving to keep alive. 
I don't know that it is any worse or any better than any other form of 
government. All forms of government, of rule, look very good on paper, 
- but when you get it off the paper and into practice, that. is something 
-~ else again. You have the human element to deal with, and that is pretty 


-. well messed up with self. 


. "Now, a bit ago you were speaking of mediums that produce what is 
called ‘apports'. This may seem to be a rather specialized field of en- 
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deavor, but as I have studied mediums in different parts of the world 
since coming over here, I have not found out so much about the mediums, 
but I have found that discarnate beings so often spend their time in fool- 
ish things. What is there to be gained by transferring an object from 
here to there if we can't use that object, or put that phenomenon to work 
to better our daily living? Now, the phenomenon of apporting is very 
interesting, but I'll wager -- if a minister may be permitted to wager -- 
that few if any of them, especially here in the Western world, know what 
they are doing, or how it is being done. 


"The medium sits in a dark room, usually, and just lets things hap- 
pen. He doesn't know the method of operation, nor anything about it. 
Most of us have been reared to believe in this kind of matter, not know- 
ing that there are endless forms of matter, due to the fact that there 
are endless forms of motion. 


"Now, in bringing about the act of moving an object from the one 
locality to another and through your three-dimensional matter, it is done 
by reducing the form to its lowest denominator -- and what is that? Heat. 
And still keeping the mold out of which the form is made, keeping the 
etheric mold of it, but reducing it to pure heat. I suppose that some 
of you in touching things that have been apported have noticed the heat?" 


"Yes =-=- that is well-known -- but sometimes they are icy cold," re- 
marked Meade. 


"Well, we can go into that. We, in our state of life, cannot handle 
your three-dimensional substance. We have to take on a kind-of three- 
dimensional form in order to do so. When we are to bring an object how- 
ever, by apportetion, we reduce it to the condition that we can handle, 
After all, that substance out of which your matter comes into being, I 
can only call 'mind stuff'. (A ridiculous word, 'stuff' -- but can any 
of you suggest a better?)" 


"Does the size and weight of the apported object make any difference? 

"No, none whatever," 

"Were the Mayan temples apported?” asked C.L. Alling. 

"Well, sir, I wish I could say so -- it would be very romantic -- 
but, as you Americans say, I don't like to stick my neck out. There are 
many ways of accomplishing that which we wish. The driving force allows 
Man to do whatever he truly wishes. 

"Now, in reducing an object to heat, there is a time also when it 
can be called cold -- it would be cold to your world. Now, an etheric 
object can penetrate your matter simply because the atomic structure is 
so much different in size and weight." 

"More dense?" asked Meade. 
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"Yes, much more dense. The atom is much smaller, due to the fact 
that the nucleus is not sending off the kind of heat radiations that 
your three-dimensional atom sends off. Therefore, the electronic field 
has fallen closer into the central core. I believe that you have some- 
thing of this way of telling it, Dr. Layne?” 


"Yes, we have been trying to develop that point of view, especially 
in connection with the 'flying discs'." 


"Yes. Friends, in sound, in color, in form, in everything that you 
have in your world there exists a similar structure on other planes of 
consciousness -= but each to its own kind =- for all of life is in pre- 
cise harmony; nothing is out of place except (excuse me!) Man. And Man 
gets out of place by his thinking. It would almost seem best not to 
think, eh? 


"To return to the subject -- I would suggest that anyone who is go- 
ing in for apporting should take very good care of himself, because it is 
by and through the very life energies of his body that he is doing this." 


. "That seems difficult for us to understand. Suppose an object is 
apported a distance of a thousand miles -- how is the energy transferred 
from the medium to that object?" asked Meade. 


"It is not transferred from the medium to the object, but is taken 
by the discarnate being to give or lend him the kind of energy that is 
“necessary to do work of that kind between the two states of consciousness. 


"Now, for us to use this boy as we are doing, we must extract from 
his body quantities of heat energy -- manufactured from where? From the 
sex forces -=~ which is the central sun of the human body. It is the heat 
of the sex energies that keeps the human body alive and vibrant. You will 
notice that the older people get, the colder becomes their bodies if they 
do not take good care of themselves, because they are becoming depleted 
in this heat, magnetic heat. 


"We have to return to the boy that which we have taken from him, and 
the only way we can do this is to take it from one of you == a kind of 
vampirism, eh?" 


"From one or all of us?" asked Francis Ohm. 


"We take from everyone in a seance room, although there are some 
from whom we cannot take much. They have a way -- though some do not 
realize it -- of holding back on us. That which you see going on upon 
the surface is such a small part compared to what you do not see." 


"Speaking of phenomena, I'd like to ask you about the recent exper- 
lence of a visitor. It concerns what is called the 'glass double', the 
exteriorization of a part of an arm or a leg that looks like clear glass 


or wax. This man saw it lying beside him when he awoke -- like an ex- 


truded arm or hand. Have you any comment or explanation to give on this 
phenomena?" asked Meade. 
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"The psyche lives in the body; and how does it live in the body? 
It lives and has its abiding place in every cell of the body. Now, this 
that you speak of as the ‘glass double' is a part of this psychic self 
protruding or coming out of place. This can happen to the psychic self 
in the same way that one can throw an arm or leg out of joint, and it 
can be brought about by many forms of mental activity. But I cannot put 
my finger on any one as being the direct cause." 


"Tf a person on first awaking in the morning suddenly becomes con- 
scious of such an extruded arm or leg, has it something to do with his 
experiences during sleep?" asked Meade. 


"It might be that that person has been off on a jaunt somewhere and 
has not completely returned to his body, leaving this part extruding." 


"But is this normal?" 


"Well, sir, what is 'normal'? I don't know what you would call 
"normal'". 


"I meant something that is unusual in our experience, I have known 
of only three instances of this," stated Meade. 


"There are so many things that are called ‘unusual’ that heaven only 
knows where to begin to point out the cause of these thing-. Have any of 
you any objection from a physicist's viewpoint to anything I have said 
of apports?" 


"No, but our thinking was on an entirely different aspect. I was in- 
terested in knowing whether a medium who did not know what was happening, 
put who was apparently doing it in an unselfish way, could be developed 
as a medium who might bring through information valuable to man in gen- 
eral," said Mr. Liddon. 


"Yes -- and there is value in everything if we have the ability to 
see that value." 


"We have asked Yada to investigate and see whether this boy has some- 
thing worthy of developing. We hope that you of the ‘Inner Circle’ may 
be able to help us in determining that about different mediums and their 
groups. We understand that there are many such groups," said Mr. Liddon. 


"Sir, you are quite correct. The world is coming to the place where 
many can see the possibility of such work, and unless they do take ad- 
vantage of this opportunity, it may be a hundred years before they have 
such an opportunity again." 


"If I nave a feeling that this is the thing I am selected to do -- 
that it is my special service -- then I should do it, shouldn't I?" 


"Quite so. Exactly so, sir." 
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"Then I shall hope to have your help in this work," said Mr. Liddon, - 


ES "It would be our great honor to do so, and I hope we shall always 
: be as reliable as those on your side." 


E "We shall need your good judgment in this. In the matter of this

"T am sure that in my speaking through this boy, I often use some 
queer pronunciations and sometimes poor English, but it is like running 
a piece of paper through a marking machine -- you cannot hope to have it 
come out clear.
